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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: After 
additional search by the undersigned Examiner, U.S. Patent Application Publication 
2003/0174937 A1 to Huang et al remains the closest prior art of record. Applicant has 
amended the independent claims to require a spacer ring or spacing support member. 
Huang et al clearly does not disclose or suggest this feature. Applicant has also 
demonstrated that both the claimed invention and the subject matter of Huang et al 
were, at the time the claimed invention was made, owned by the same person or 
subject to an obligation of assignment to the same person. Huang et al is therefore 
disqualified as prior art under 35 U.S.C. § 103(c)(1), so that the previously applied 
rejection of Huang et al in view of Chown (regarding the spacer ring claim limitation) is 
overcome. Claims 1-23 herein are thus allowed.

DISCUSSION OF THE CITED PRIOR ART 

The prior art made of record by the Examiner and not relied upon is considered 
pertinent to applicant's disclosure. U.S. Patent 6,894,846 to He et al (see Figure 8) 
describes an optical device very similar to that of applicant's claims, but there is no 
disclosure or suggestion of a spacer ring between the filter and either ball lens.
